OTTAWA.—Figures compiled by 
Canadian Bureau of Statistics show 
that for the calendar year 1985 
Canada stood in sixth place amouy 
the nations in total international 
trade, rising from ninth place in 
1933 and eighth in 1934. In exports 
alone Canada held fifth place, and 
in imports ninth. 

In total trade Canada was preced- 
ed by the United Kingdom, the Uni- 
ted States, Germany, France and Ja- 
pan, and followed by Belgium, une 
Netherlands and British India. In 
exports the United States took first 
place, being followed in order by the 
United Kingdom, Germany, France, 
Canada, Japan, Belgium, British In- 
dia and Argentina. The nine leading 
import countries were United King- 
dom, United States, Germany, Ja- 
pan, France, Netherlands, Italy, Bei- 
gium and Canada. 

In 1920 Canada stood in fourth 
plate for total international trade, 
during the following decade in fifth 
or sixth place, dropped to seventh in 
1931 and 1932, to ninth in 1933, and 
then the improvement began.

the new locomotives has besn placed 
on. exhibition. The builders estimate 
that the new engines are capable of 


hour. 

Canadian in design, Locomotive 
6400 follows a stream-lining plan 
developed by the National Research 
Council at Ottawa and officers of the 
Motive Power Department of the 
Canadian National Railways. The 
design was selected after an exhaus- 
live series of wind-tunnel and other 
tests made with models of the 6100 
class of Canadian National locomo- 
tives. 

Termed “partially stream-lined” 
in the official specifications, <-u¢ 
new locomotive presents a striking 
appearance. The albsence of such 
familiar ‘front-end’ features as 
smokestack, bell, cow-catcther and 


coupler will immediately strike the 


average observer. Smokestack and 
bell are concealed by the stream- 
lining and the automatic coupler 
when not in use disappears behind a 
door in the nose of the locomctive. 
The air pump and headlight gener- 
ator are located on the front drck 
inside the nose to which access is 
provided by a side door. The whistle 
is installed outside ‘of the sgtream- 
lining as required by railway oper- 
ating regulations. 

A stream of air d:awn through a 
louvre at the top of the engine 
front will lift the smoke in the air 
as it emerges from the smokestack. 
This will give the engine crew clear 
vision and carry the smoke clear cof 
the train. 

Stream-lining extends from the 
nose of the locomotive avov. the 
running board to the engtine cab, 
covering all pipes which were for- 
merly exposed. The wheels and 
“running gear’’ are uncovered for 
easy access and inspection. 

More than ninety-four feet long 
with tender, the locomotive and ten- 
der in working order weigh in ex- 
cess of 650,000 pounds. 

A new color design introduced 
with this class of locomotives makes 
them most striking in appearance. 
The front of ‘the locomotive is 
black.- Black is used also on the 
wheels, the rims of which are 
aluminum color. The apron of the 
running board, the cab and tender 
are in standard Canadian National 
passenger car green with gold stripus. 
The number of the locomotive ap- 
pears in bronze on red background 
on the running board apron. ‘Can- 
adian National Railways’  trade- 
mark appears in red with gold let- 
tering on the tender. 


Some of the outstanding features | 


of the ‘new’ locomotives follow: 
Overall length, 94 feet 7% incnes, 
capacity of tender, water 11,700 Im- 
perial gallons, coal, 20 tons. Driving 
wheels, diameter 77 inches.

A gentleman with whom I had a luncheon engagement was a few:

Thirty-five is one of the big mile-stones. I remember a series of articles 
our old friend John Siddall published years ago. He had Irvin Cobb write on 
Looking Both Ways at Forty. I wrote on How It Feels to be Thirty-two. 
Ring Lardner did the best piece in the series and called it General Symptoms 
of Being Thirty-Five. Though I cannot quote them verbatim, some of Ring’s 
sentences linger in my memory. For example: 

“The subject is awakened in the middle of the night by the ringing 
of a fire bell. Sniffs but does not smell smoke. Figures it is not his 
house and rolls over and goes to sleep again.” 

Also, “Our patient buys a copy of a national magazine and reads 
the first installment of an exciting new serial story..At the end of the 
installment the villain holds the beautiful heroine in, his horrid grasp.
